As lurker on this list for 10 years or so and knowing this response 
will draw the wrath of 99% of the list that has a ticket with CW 
proficiency to say nothing of the list administrator, I feel I must 
make a bit of exception to the recent thread in regard to CW's death. 
I am 58, just passed my Technician license, and will take the general 
in the next few weeks less CW. I am thrilled with the thought to 
finally be able to use the HF bands. Frankly, I could no more learn 
CW in a reasonable time any more than I could learn a foreign 
language and resigned myself long ago the time was not worth the 
ability to talk when the Internet is our everyday fabric. I am 
probably a bit unique in that I have spent lots of enjoyable time 
with R390's, 390A's, R1051's, Hallicrafters, National, numerous 
AA5's, and other short wave radios with no ticket to talk. I love it 
but that old technology is never going to save the world, it just 
makes me happy. This weekend, I was at the Richmond hamfest and 
observed that there were virtually no visible hams under the age of 
50. The young folks I saw were all interested in the computer stuff. 
So if one extrapolates the future, in 20 or so years there will be 
lots of bandwidth available to the few remaining hams if CW is 
retained. In the mean time, I doubt the disgusting free for all on 40 
and 75 can get any worse and of course one has to have CW to be so 
professional. Heck, I've heard better courtesy on channel 19 than 
sometimes is heard on 75! My point is simply this. Unless the amateur 
community starts attracting new young blood, the spirit of innovation 
will disappear along with the "mature" hams I saw in Richmond this 
weekend. Frankly, I am not chomping at the bit to use my 

phone privileges when I get my general ticket other than perhaps an 
old broadcast transmitter working 160. . I want to experiment on the 
digital modes in the HF spectrum. I also want to continue to listen 
to the AM window and marvel at the sound of Paul Courson in Maryland. 
While I am no expert on the youth of today, I would suggest they 
already have all the comms they want with IM ing, TM ing, cell 
phones, etc. They are passionate with trying to download music and 
movies with unbelievable compression algorithms and NOT pay for them. 
I would suggest that we need to harness that energy within the ham 


community. If we can compress movies by a factor of 100, we can do 
better than 1200 baud. To suggest that CW always remain strikes me 
rather narrow minded when viewed in the context of renewing the 
spirit of innovation by involving this country's youth. As the comm 
officer on the McCandless(DE1084) in 1972, I had only one CW 
qualified radioman. Even 35 years ago (it couldn't be that long) the 
Navy started saying goodby to CW and I would suggest it's time the 
amateur community embrace our youth on their terms. If in fact the 
manufacturers start putting in a FCC form to fill out and send in 
with one's payment to obtain a ticket, that is so far down the road 
that we'll all be pushing up daisy's. In the mean time, maybe we can 
engage some creative youth and have them lead the amateur community 
to new levels of innovation. The existing amateur community should 
become the spark plug to their innovation not the roadblock. I 
personally look forward to working with my church youth and exposing 
them to technology that takes a computer and transmits the data on 
something other than a product from Microsoft over Comcast.net. They 
will love it!

I love Morse. I'm privileged to be the Chief Operator at KSM, America's only 
operational public coast station, and also at K6KPH, which uses all commercial 
gear and is heard only on Morse. My personal ham transmitter never has a 
microphone plugged into it and I use Morse exclusively on the NTS traffic nets. 

My collection of bugs and straight keys is small but dear to my heart - and I use 
all of them. I admit that it caused a pang in my heart when the Morse requirement 
was dropped from the amateur service. 


Nevertheless I agree with you. 


Forcing people who don't feel the same way I do about Morse to learn it will not 
cause them to actually use it once they get their ticket. It will only prevent 

good folks, like you, from getting their ticket in the first place. And if you 

love Morse you're going to learn it and use it and perfect your craft no matter 

what the requirements for a ticket in the amateur service are.

The 3rd and 2nd class RadioTelegraph tests I took back in 1991 


were unchanged from 1961. I would assume they are still the same 
as there has been no promotion for taking these exams since then. 


It amounted to tube theory, motors and generators, shipboard 
antennas, batteries, shipboard radio equipment, DFing, Loran, 
radiotelegraph procedures, message tariffs, etc. 


If I remember right, it was 16 wpm for 3rd and 22 wpm for 2nd. 
I think 5 minutes copy was required, but at that speed it was 
easy to get solid copy. 


Your public library may have something in the "Reference" section. 
Check for "Electronic Communication" by Robert L. Shrader. He put 
out a few editions. Volume 4 was published by McGraw-Hill. 


You could also check Amazon.com's private book dealers for used 
copies. 


Examinations these days are by professional groups. I think 
NARTE is one of them. (National Association of Radio and Tele- 
communication Engineers) Done similar to our VE testing. 


In my case, I have to always renew my 2nd RT, because it has my 
Radar Endorsement on it! :-)

Most of my operating either hollow or sand state is done on CW. I do 
occasionally make a contact on SSB, mostly on 6 and 2 meters. I am 
hardly a top notch CW operator, and mainly stay between 10 and 15 WPM. 
But I thoroughly enjoy it. I am glad that some people with the new 
instant Extra licenses are at least using CW, albeit slowly. We need to 
encourage them, and not bad mouth them for starting out slow. I am 
still a lowly Advanced class person, and was a Technician for at least 
half of my 44 years of ham radio operation. My main interest is VHF. 
When my workload allows, I will be upgrading to Extra. My beef is with 
the assumption that CW is an obsolete and dying mode of communications. 

I beg to differ. During the last sunspot peak, I managed to work all 
continents on 6 meters with 8 watts. I did so with a 4 element beam. 
This is something that I never dreamed of doing in the early 1960s with 
my Clegg 99er and a similar 4 element beam. I never could have worked 
Japan and Kwajelein Atoll with SSB at that power level. I hada 5 
minute opening to Japan, and I managed to snag a contact at the last 
minute. That was one of the biggest thrills of my life. 


I am also concerned with emergency communications. Several times I have 
seen storms hit the Midwest where power was out for a week. To this 
end, I keep a functional Heath HW-7 QRP CW rig, some wire, an antenna 
tuner and several fully charged motorcycle batteries. I should be good 
for plenty of operation for several weeks with that rig and my old bug. 

How long does your laptop battery last? As some recent weather events 
on our Gulf coast have demonstrated, emergency communications are 
crucial, and while not as fast or as convenient as other newer digital 
modes, CW does the best under truly hostile and long-lasting situations. 
Let us not neglect this proven mode of communication which has been most 
useful for almost 2 centuries. 


Now, lets get back to keeping the vacuum tube flag flying high!
